Edmonton's hotels these days bear a 
striking resemblance to the rendezvous 
for engineers, surveyors, contractors, 
superintendents, foremen and others 
identified with railway construction. 
In the lobbies of the King Edward, 
Noyal George and others every day 
can be seen these men alone, or in 
groups of two or three or half a dozen 
conversing with each other and with 
others, telling. of difficult engineering 
feats and how they were  cvercome, 
what is going to be done this year, how 
the various roads compare as to grades 
and other interesting questions, 

At the present moment a Jarge num- 
ber of men are in the city after fin- 
ishing from six months to two or three 
years work on the G, T. P, west, and 
a still larger number may be expected 
as soon asethe steel heads are connec- 
ted next week, The genial P, B. Sul- 
livan can be seén almost any time at 
the King Edward, where he has been 
staying for the past few weeks. H, H. 
Wotherspoon, of New York, is an ex- 
Uv. S. army man and whose uncle will 
this month become chief staff of the 
United States army, has also been at 
the King Edward for a couple of weeks, 
with the exception of a few days spent 
at Spokane, which by the way, also 
seems to be a recognized gathering for 
railway construction men, 

Among those in the city today are 
Thos. Thorpe, superintendent at the 
tunnel at Mile 157, on the G. T. 1. in 
British Columbia; James King and 
“Black Jack” Macdonald, foremen for 
Burns, Jordan and Welch; John Rey- 
nolds, of the Siems-Carey company, 
and Peter Jennings, who has just mov- 
ed the outfit from the tunnel at Mile 
126 to Prince George, where it will be 
used on the P, G, E. south alone the 
Fraser river, 

It was learned this morning, in con- 
versation with several of these con- 
tractors and sub-contractors, — that 
Chief Engineer B, B. Kelliher of the 
G. T. P, has decided that additional 
machinery will be necessary to com- 
plete work on the mile-136 tunnel, 
which will be 2000 feet long. At pres- 
ent 650 féet has been bored through 
from the east end and 350 feet from 
the west. It is not through rock, but | 
a kind of blue clay, with spring water 
jetting out here and there, and it is 
probable that the whole tunnel will 
have to be supported by concrete. 

Nearly all the men who have come 
off the G. 'T, P. construction are in the 
city and other places only for a vaca- 
tion and intend to go back to work on 
the Pacific Great Eastern, between 
Prince George and Vancouver this 
spring, as it {s proposed to rush work 
on same and have it completed in a 
year, after which it will be extended 
north of Prince George to the Peace 
River country. 

Steel on the Canadian Northern Is 
now at Lucerna, B, C., from the east 
and at some point between there and 
Kamloops from the west. Contrac- 
tors from that road state that they 
expect to drive the last spike in it about 
June 16, and then Edmonton will have 
two direct routes to the coast—one to 
Vancouver and one to Prince Rupert. |

The opposition to the money bylaws which started off with con- 
siderable eclat seems to have narrowed down to an attempt to knock 
out the three refunding bylaws, Nos. 18, 19 and 20, and the working 
capital bylaw, y 

Opposition to these bylaws is so variously expressed by various 
people that it bears the ear-marks of a desire to find an argument 
or create a confusion which will justify the opposition rather than 
a purpose to oppose their ratification upon any clearly-detined failure 
or deficiency in the construction or purpose of the bylaws. 

Such opposition is not likely to influence any great number 
against the bylaws. Ratepayers who may have placed any credence, 
for instance, in the loose allegations that the amount represented in 
the refunding bylaws, 18, 19 and 20, might be squandered by this 
or some subsequent council in some unauthorized expenditure should 
be pretty thoroughly reassured by the city solicitor’s letter showing 
that such a thing will be made impossible. 

It must be pretty thoroughly understood by now that the purpose 
of these refunding bylaws is not to raise money, but to readjust the 
local improvement charge. Last year’s council changed the system 
so that instead of charging 20 per cent. to general taxation and 80 
per cent. to abutiing property, local improvements were charged in 
full to abutting property. In doing so, last year’s council did not 
ask the consent of the ratepayers, but made the change arbitrarily 
through an amendment to the charter secured from the legislature. 
The wisdom of this amendment was seriously questioned by the 
legislature, but the house committee having the matter in hand took 
the ground that the council represented the city and the demand of 
{he council must be regarded as the gemand of Edmonton, 

The present council might have followed the same course and 
passed a resolution calling for a charter amendment changing the 
system back to that in vogue previous to 1913, but it preters rather 
to take advantage of a charter provision which permits the question 
being put up to the ratepayers for decision, Bylaws, Nos. 18, 19 and 
20, are, therefore, in their practical effect, a plebiscite upon the 
system of charging for local improvements. Property owners who, 
under last year’s arrangement, have been charged in full for local 
improvements may relieve themselves of the 20 per cent., and revert 
to the 50-20 system, only by voting for the refunding bylaws, Those 
who tayor the system put into effect last year, of charging the entire 
cost to the abutting property, can register their preference by voting 
against the refunding bylaws. 

The amounts involved in 18, 19 and 20 are $595,680 on 
account of paving, $23,360 on account of plank walks, boulevards 
and street grading, and $10,220 on account of concrete sidewalks, 
all of which amourtts are the aggregates of the 20 per cent. of which 
abutting property will be relieved and with which general taxation 
will be charged. In order to perform this operation in book-keeping 
it is not, as the city solicitor has very clearly pointed out, necessary 
to sell the debentures. Under last year’s arrangement debentures 
for the whole amount have already been sold, With 18, 19 and 20 
ratified, the procedure will be to deposit the debentures represented 
thereby in the city vault, raise the corresponding interest and sinking 
fund each year the same as though the system previous to 1913 had 
never been altered, and rebate the amount collected to abutting 
property, thereby balancing the account, 

Vith regard to the working capital, the necessity for it arises 
through the fact that the city is not safe to undertake any year’s 
operations without being certain of where the money is coming from, 
Mr. Short saw this and attempted to make provision by selling de- 
bentures first, but that his system was not practicable was made 
manifest by the exasperating readjustments necessitated by the failure 
of the cost to fit the estimates. That it is not safe to depend upon the 
banks for a working capital Mr. Griesbach discovered to his sorrow, 
and the city’s, in 1907 when the bank's refusal to provide further 
overdraft ticd the city’s work up in the middle of the season, leaving 
Streets torn up and ditches open for months. 

Under the bylaw now being submitted the proposal is to authorize 
the sale of debentures to provide a working capital of $2,000,000 
which will take the place of an overdraft, thereby providing the 
facilities for avoiding the pit-fall into which Mr. Short’s inexperience 
in municipal affairs led him, and to avoid the trap in which Mr. 
Griesbach discovered himself.in 1907, 

Although authorized, it does not necessarily require that the 
entire two millions’ worth of debentures need be sold at once, 
although good business practice might dictate that this be done. 

In consideration of these bylaws, ratepayers should beware of 
the attempt being made by the Journal and the Bulletin to confuse 
the issue and create distrust. 3oth these newspapers thoroughly 
understand the nature of the bylaws and appreciate fully the safe- 
guards which have been, as the city solicitor explains, thrown about 
them, But it happens to suit their purpose to attempt to embarrass |

TODAY WE CELEBRATE 


Semi-Centenary of Garibaldi’s 
Triumphal Visit to England. 

Italians in, London will celebrate to- 
day the semi-centenary of Giuseppe 
Garibaldi’s arrival in England for a 
triumphal tour that continued over 
three weeks and was marked by great 
popular demonstrations of enthusfasm 
and hero-worship such as Englishmen 
had never before manifested for a 
foreigner, When tis great and gentle 
liberator of Italy set foot on English 
soil on April 3, 1864, the millions of 
Britain voiced a mighty shout of wel- 
come, The warrior of Caprera, who 
had achieved liberty for his native land 
at the cost of years of suffering and 
hardship, and hud then declined all 
honors and retired to his island farm, 
was a figure to appeal to the demo- 
cratic instincts of Englishmen, They 
saw in the red-shirted veteran of many 
conflicts the son of a poor Nice fish- 
erman who had become greater than 
a King, the sailor-boy who had over- 
turned the thrones of despotism and 
founded a new nation dedicated to lib- 
erty and democracy, 

Wellington himself did not have a 
more magnificent reception than that 
accorded half a century ago today to 
the emanicipator of Italy. Over halt 
a million people assembled in London 
streets to cheer the red-shirted foe 
of tyranny, Great nobles as well as 
obscure commoners joined in the 
greeting. The carriage of the Duke 
of Sutherland carried Garibald! from 
the landing place through five miles of 
London streets, and so great was the 
crush of people that more than six 
hours was required to cover the dis- 
tance to Stafford House, where many 
of the celebrities of Great Britain 
were gathered to formally welcome the 
liberator of Italy. 

“Garibaldi stepped out of the car- 
riage,” says a contemporaneous ac- 
count, "as calm as in the day of bat- 
tle, into a cirele of fair ladies and 
creat statesmen on the steps of Staf- 
ford House, while the Duke's carriage 
in which he had come literally fell to 
pieces In the stable, strained to the 
breaking point by the weight of the

So that Alderman Dr. Harry Smith is now opposing upon the 
public platform a bylaw implementing a proposal which, in last year’s 
council, he voted in favor of, and his given reason for opposing is 
that the bylaw as now submitted does not contain a limitation which 
he himself was responsible for having struck out. 

It seerms unfortunate that business so important as that of the 
city of Edmonton can be cluttered up through the interpolation of 
such vacuity as is constantly evidenced by Aiderman Dr. Harry 
Smith.

Although authorized, it does not necessarily require that the 
entire two millions’ worth of debentures need be sold at once, 
although good business practice might dictate that this be done. 

In consideration of these bylaws, ratepayers should beware of 
the attempt being made by the Journal and the Bulletin to confuse 
the issue and create distrust. Both these newspapers thoroughly 
understand the nature of the bylaws and appreciate fully the safe- 
guards wuich have been, as the city solicitor explains, thrown about 
them.

a king, the sailor-boy who had over- 
turned the thrones of despotism and 
founded a new nation dedicated to Nb- 
erty and democracy, 

Wellington himself did not have a 
more magnificent reception than that 
accorded Aalf a century ago today to 
the emanicipator of Italy, Over half 
a million people assembled in London 
streets to cheer the red-shirted foe 
of tyranny, Great nobles as well as 
obscure commoners joined in the 
greeting. The carriage of the Duke 
of Sutherland carried Garibaldi from 
the landing place through five miles of 
London streets, and so great was the 
crush of people that more than six 
hours was required to cover the dis- 
tance to Stafford House, where many 
of the celebrities of Great Britain 
were gathered to formally welcome the 
liberator of Italy. 

“Garibaldi stepped out of the car- 
riage,” says a contemporaneous ac- 
count, “as calm as in the day of bat- 
tle, into a circle of fair ladies and 
great statesmen on the steps of Staf- 
ford House, while the Duke's carriage 
in which he had come literally fell to 
jpleces in the stable, strained to the 
| breaking point by the welght of the 
}thdusands of strong arms that had 
pulled at it and clung to it as it 
passed through a city gone mad with 
Joy.” 

All of the greatest literary men of 
England sought out Garibaldi, and all 


wrote of him In terms of highest 
praise, “What a noble human being!” 
exclaimed Tennyson. “His manners 
have a certain divine simplicity in 
them, such as I have never witnessed 
in a native of these islands, among 
men at least, and they are gentler 
than those of most young maidens 
whom I know.” . 

During Uaribaldi'’s stay In England 
the popular interest in the hero waxed 
rether than abated, and his appearance 
in public was always the signal for 
tumultuous cheers. On several occa- 
sions it was with difficulty that the 
police prevented the excited populace 
from overwhelming Garibaldi with at- 
tentions and killing him with kindness. 
The newspapers were filled with ac- 
counts of Garibaldi’s career, anec- 
dotes, stories and appreciations. They 
told of his boyhood experiences as 
fisherman and sailor, of his being con- 
demned to death in 1834, of his escape 
to South America, of his warfare 
against the Austrians in 1848, of his 
desperate defence of Rome during the 
days of Mazzini's exile, of his flight 
and the death from privation of his 
devoted wife Anita, of his American 
experiences as a candle-maker in New 
York and a skipper on the Pacific, of 
his return to Italy, his triumph, his 
dictatorship over the Two Sicilies, and 
of his voluntary retirement — from 
power and his refusal of all rewards 
and honors, content in the hour of vice 
tory to become a simple farmer on the 
Island of Caprera. Well might Tenny-

John Burroughs, 77 Today, 
Finds “Each Day Too Short.” 


“T still find each day too short for 
all the thought I want to think, all 


the walks I want to take, all the books 
I want to read, and all the friends I 
want to see. The longer I live the 
more my mind dwells upon the beauty 
and wonder of the world,” 

So wrote John Burroughs, natural- 
ist, essaylst, philosopher of the forest, 
friend of the beasts and birds and all 
living things. In his last book, “The 
Summit of the Years.” The contem- 
porary and. friend of the good grey 
poet, Walt Whitman, and many other 
distinguished men who have gone be- 
fore, the venerable sage of Slabsides, 
was born at Roxbury N.Y. seventy- 
seven years ago today, April 3, 1837.
